Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  the  following  report 
is  a  bald  statement  of  facts,  practically  without  comment. 

The  general  Death  Rate  for  192<i  was  12.77— a  very 
satisfactory  figure.  With  the  single  exception  of  the  year  1923, 
when  the  rate  was  12.(i2,  it  is  the  lowest  on  record,  and  contrasts 
with  23.02  in  1891  when  1  took  up  duty  in  the  Borough. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Figure  was  58— that  is  to  say,  58  babies 
less  than  a  year  old  died  per  thousand  births  during  1920.  This 
compares  with  the  preceding  year,  when  the  figure  was  09,  and 
with  the  next  best  72  in  the  year  1923.  During  the  years  from 
l8/(  until  1900,  before  Huddersfield  gave  particular  attention  to 
the  subject,  the  Infant  Mortality  Figure  averaged  150.  These 
figures  appear  to  afford  solid  grounds  for  satisfaction  on  the  part 
of  the  Corporation,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Huddersfield.  They 
constitute  a  magnificent  record  with  regard  to  which  pride  may 
be  looked  upon  as  legitimate. 

Fven  the  relatively  low  figure  of  58  is  capable  of  improve¬ 
ment.  During  the  last  six  years  the  methods  which  have  led  to 
the  results  set  out  above  have  been  applied  in  an  intensified  form 
in  a  third  of  the  Borough.  (The  Scheme  originally  adopted  on 
my  advice  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  was 
not  applied  completely.  It  has  lacked  an  important  element). 

The  extension  of  this  particular  work  to  the  whole  Borough 
wdl  shortly  receive  consideration.  !  venture  to  express  the  hope 
that  this  consideration  will  be  favourable. 
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I  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation 
Table  VI.,  on  page  41  of  this  report,  where  are  set  out  all  the 
significant  corrected  death-rates,  together  with  the  population  for 
the  years  1880  to  1020. 

The  figures  constitute  a  record  of  continuous  progress.  No 
death  from  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  whole  Borough  during 
the  year  1926.

Of  these 
43.25%  were  received  from  private  practitioners,  19.48%  from  the 
Mill  Hill  Sanatorium,  0.04%  from  the  Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium, 
2.12%  from  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  balance 
forming  34.91  %,  representing  various  specimens  obtained  by  one  or 
other  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the 
course  of  routine  duty. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  work  continues  as  formerly  reported. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Eight  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during  1920,  and  each 
case  was  investigated.  The  death-rate  from  this  disease  was  0.03. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  pursuance  of  the  Huddersfield 
Corporation  Act,  1880,  section  05,  was  7.  Four  notifications  referred 
to  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  remaining  three  to  infants 
between  the  age  of  one  and  five  years.  Three  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  is  not  recognised  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  as  a  notifiable 
disease.  The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  0.05.
